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Reader, 


Ho 3s there that doth not obſerve, that 
\/ V Sfore and abundance is an uſual means 
to depreciate any things and that that 
which is moſt frequent is generally 
moſt ſlighted; as Common:ways are moſt troddex 
and trampled on : ſo that there js no very great 
canſe to wonder, that Iſrael it ſelf ſhould then 
loath Manna , when Manna lay in heaps in the 
Camp; or that they ſhould grow weary of d4ngels- 
food, when Angels-food was their conſtant diſh. 
And truly, this is as viſible in this preaching- Age, 
whercin (to the diſcredit of this Nation be it F, 
ken ) I know not whether is greater, the induſtry _ 
of the Preachers to convince, or,the ang. the « 
Hearers not to be convinced of their wickedneſs. 
And therefore when there is on one hand a plenty 
to ſatiate,and,on the other, corrupt humours in the 
Patients to make that Diet become nauſcom: it may 
be admired what there could be, to invite me to 
put ſuch a thing as a Sexmon, into the ſight of the 
World. T muſt confeſs,had there not been ſome 
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other kinde of inducements, beſides the good opi- 
nion of that City for whom it was compoſed, and 
of that Congregation to whom it was preached; I 
ſhould hardly have inclined to have publiſhed ſo 
plain and unpoliſhed 2 Diſcourſe. But |thjs I muſt 
ſay, that I look on that place as a Sotiety of the 
greateſt Loyalty and candor in the mhole King- 
dome, and conſequently (although they have alſo 
their ſhare in the; enilt) that moſt places of this 
Nation, hive much more to anſwer for, and re- 
pent of, in relation to the Bleod of the Royal 
Martyr King Charls the Firſt, than they; And 
T cannot doubt bat that the ſame Spirit of God 
. that made thoſe ſo paſſionately reſent this Charge 
laid on them, may make the Sermon, now it js 
written, become that to others, that| it was to 
them when it was preached. But one thing it was 
above all that tempted me to this courſe, and that 
is,The Hint that I have given of a great and Na- 
tional ſin and infelicity, that hath too generally 
paſſed without any notice or obſervation 5 and 
that is, the unconſcionable careleſneſs or grounds 
en which the People of this Kingdom trifle away 
the peace and ſecurity of the Church and State, 
in popular. Eledions 5 ſometimes inconſiderately 
ſiding with impoſing Landlords, ſometimes as raſh- 
ly running with an unwary rabble, to depute in- 
ſufficient, |and many times ill-principled Perſons 
to be their Repreſentatives in the great GCouncel 
of this Kingdome ; from whom what can be ex- 
peed to come, but deſperate and miſthievoae, or 
at the beſt, crude and immature Counſel:. of 
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what conſequence this very thing js to our per- 
petual Peace, or DiſtraGions,T belteve no diſcreet 
Perſon can doubt, and T ſhall amply obtiin my 
deſire, if any ingenuous and well affeted Perſon 
that hath the leaſure, ſhall ever take the hint, 
and b:ſtow on bis Countrey, a juſt Diſcourſe: and 
ſtate of the caſes and obligations that lye on all 
Perſons,and Societies,to make conſcience of their 
proceedings in an Aﬀair of this Importance. For 
1 think, if ſome courſe be not taken to awaken 
the common People, to conſider what they ought 
to do, and to repreſent-unto ths preſent Parlta- 
ment in what condition ſeveral Corporations ſtand 
by means of many diſaffefted Perſons re admiſ* 
ſton into thoſe Societies, out of which for diſlsy- 
alty they were within this ſix or ſeven Tears caſt ; 
All the courſes that this great and loyal Couns 
cel ſhall take to ſecure our proſperity will ſignifie 
nothing; but that,on the calling of new Councels 
(which will ſurely be for. the moſt part anſwer- 
able to ſuch Mens intereſts, paſſions, and Prin- 
ciples) all ſhall be immediately battered down, 
and demoliſhed, and within this ten or twenty 
Tears, this Natimm muſt infallibly come into the 

ume State and condition, that it was in,Anno 
1642. For although they take the ſame firif and 
ſolemn Oaths, and are admittcd under the ſame 
conditions and ſubſcriptions that other Men are, 
yet I appeal to all: men living that have opport#- 
nity to obſerve their aFings, whether they make 
any conſcience at all of vow-breach and perjury 
and whether they become not the ſlie, .if not the 
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open countenancers of all the faFions and ſeai- 
tious Perſons in the Nation. Nor do I think that 
any prudent Man that hath his Eyes abroad with 
him, can chooſe but ſee, how the ſottiſhneſs and 
poverty of ſome places and Perſons make them 
eaſie to be impoſed on, and neither think nor care. 
whom they ele# to Parliaments; and how the fa- 
Hion and purſe of others, make them as ative 
and powerful to pervert ſuch EleFort. And is 
not this of a ſad conſideration, that little Feaſts 
and entertainments, or little fears or brow-beat- 
ings. ſhould cngage the majority of Burroughs for 
this or that Perſon,whatever his principles or qua- 
lifications are and conſequently that the foun- 
dations of pur Laws ſhould be laid on Rundlets 
of Wine, on Barrels of Ale, or on "7 humours 


of diſcontented Fanaticks* Ts it not a miſera- 


ble thing , |that thoje that are honeſt and peace- 
able Men, ſhould be flick and negligent of ap- 
pearing at FliHions, when to be ſure\the, turbu- 
lent and ſetlitions ſpall be induſtrious and eager? 
Tihink we ought to remembcr, that as cur ill thoic 
hith heretofore'drawn ſo great ſins ans pengeances 
on our Heads, ſo our more faithful and careful Ele- 
Tions, are the only means to ſecure and perpetuate 
our peace and proſperity, and to keep us from ſuch 
fins, from ſuch ſhames, and from ſuch miſeries 
wich ſhall for ever I hope be both the Nray.r and 
ſerious endeavour of my conſiderate Reader, and 
my ſcl!f. Iſprethan this, we cannot wiſh; and leſs 
th.in thzs.onr ajjeTion to our Native Countrey can- 
not exact at our hands. on

The ſecond difference, the 
different way of preaching, and miniſtration be- 
tween them and us,is as viſible and conſpicuous, 
We want that heroical Spirit, and courage in

trey, He was lo far trom Tyranny, that he could

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not entertain jealouſte; fo far from ſeverity and 
harfneſs, that be could not think ill of his ſub- 
je@s,when they dealt never| ſo baſely with him ; 
of ſuch clemency and pitty, that he was ſo far 
from puniſhing thole that hated him, that he 
moſt commonly took them-1nto places of parti- 
cular favour and truſt, and fo hoped that his 
Kindneſs and Princely favours ſhould do on them, 
what other Princes do by.ſeverity and puniſh- 
ment. But the returns of . that ungracious Peo- 
ple, hath taught the World this Afaxim of Go- 
vernment, that, Pardon of offenders before their 
repentance, 3s but an ill guard to a Prince's Per- 
ſon. . To God, he was a moſt devout and fincere 
votary, a Perlon of an admirable zeal and de- 
light in Religion; to Men, a moſt exaCtt pattern 
of Juſtice and Equity. A Prince he was, fo ex- 
traordinary enricht with grace, that temptations 
ſeemed to aſlault him, to no end but to be de- 
feated: Though he had but three Kingdoms, he 
deſerved four Crowns; but the moſt ſplendid of 
all, for his abſolute Empire over himſc!f : for, 
ſelf-dexyal which 1s the task of all other Men, 
and the moſt harſh Diſcipline in the School of 
Chriſt, ſeemed to him but recreation + He was
